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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The amendments filed by applicant on July 20, 2006 have been received. 
Claims 6-15 are pending in this office action. Claims 6-11 and 13 have been amended. 
Claim 12 has been cancelled. Claims 14 and 15 have been added as new. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

Reasons for Allowance 

4. Claims 6-1 1 and 1 3-1 5 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest 
prior art, Rusta-Sellehy et al. (US 2003/0091876 A1), Nagasawa et al. (US4,988,283) 
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and Knights et al. (US 6,500,572 B2), do not teach or fairly suggest a method for 
controlling a fuel cell system wherein, when a detected output voltage is lower than a 
preset lower voltage level indicative of a presence of an unwanted liquid accumulated in 
the fuel cell stack, and controlling the air pumping device to increase air flow in the air 
supply conduit to a maximum air flow rate to thereby remove unwanted liquid 
accumulated in the fuel cell stack and maintaining this maximum air flow rate during a 
predetermined period of time as stated in the claim.
